Only Members іп good standing in the A. М. O. R. C. are eligible 
"о Membership ih the AMORC College Library. Before a Library 
Membership Card can be issued, the applicant must show the Lodge 
Librarian his regular Membership card, with dues paid within’ the 
time limits of the Lodge. 


Each Lodge will be served by a Lodge Librarian, appointed for the 
purpose of supplying the AMORC MONOGRAPHS to Library Mem- 
Бегу each month. Members of Lodges cannot secure these Mono- 
gtaphs іп any other way. 


In securing a Monograph from the Lodge Librarian, each Library 
Member must present a Library Membership Card with coupons 
attached. The Librarian will demand one coupon each month іп 
exchange for a Monograph, The Coupons bear the Member's number.

Ihe following communication was officially delivered to the Im 
erator through the offices of the Hierophant RC, and is officially 
published in this special issue of Cromaat by direction of the supreme 
authorities that all may know its contents and be duly and officially

On the pages following this communication will be found the 
Imperator's comments on the matter contained therein. These, too, 
should be carefully read and studied,

“This epistle to you: must of necessity be well and faithfully 
heeded: | 
(1) “The duty having devolved upon us carefully inspecting the 
development of your Order іп this country, and of testing by 

comparison and analogy its fitness to serve as а medium of in- 

culcating a proper knowledge of occult teaching, we have now 

come ta the end of o0ur.watching and have taken counsel. . | 

(2) “Therefore, we have the direction to say these things, that 

certain misapprehehsions and misconceptions concerning the 

status of your Order, arising undoubtedly from an honest pur- 

pose but by lack of certain indispensable facts, shall now and 

forever be caused to disappear and that perfect harmony shall 
come into being. | 

(8) А. We have seen that there is believed by some that mem- 

| bership іп your Order, of itself with nothing more, will 

render possible admission to and fraternal communica- 

tion with Lodges of what is commonly called the ORDER 

КУС as existent in Europe and other parts of the world. 

We sey to you, that while there ls an existent ORDER 

НС, it has no lodge system аа such a term is commonly 


used, and that admissidn thereto by members of your 
Order, while possihle, is not а matter of right to any, but 
rather a matter of selection by the ORDER RC in in- 
dividual cases. To this end, therefore, we direct. that all 
use of names, words, phrases or statements calculated: 
to convey to present or future members of your Order: 
ideas at variance with the foregoing shall, upon your te- 
ссірі of this, be discontinucd. This shall not prevent, 
however, your use of the Order title “ANCIENT AND 
MYSTICAL ORDER ROSAE CRUCIS, North American 
o Jurisdiction," nor the use of its abbrevlation, “AMORC”.

material may overshadow the sipiritual in the development

We say to you thut this is a регі, indeed, for, aside froin ' 
the cramping of spiritaal growth, it is a direct departure 
from the traditlona of our forebears, who were commanded 
to practice the virtue of humility and who met, and 
‘worked, and studied in lonely and unpretentious chambers. 
To this end, therefore, we direct that there shall hence- 
forward be no plans formulated in your Order or Ие 
Lodges calling for greater expenditures of money for 
meeting places or equipment beyond that which із ino 
destly necessary for proper ritualistic and experimental 
work and the comfort of your‘! members. | 
(i “с. We have scen that secrecy іп Ия true sense ia not used 
sufficiently with regard to the operations of the Order and 
the personne] of its members. - 


We say to you, that this is a departure from estahlished 
customs end traditions, for did not the Brother С. R. C. 
say: “Let there always he a vell between you and the 
world”? To this end, therefore, we dirfct that hencefor- 
ward there shall be no public meetings held under the 
euspices of your Order; that outward signs and distinguish- 
ing marks upon your meeting places be rbolished;. that: 
published mention of your Order. shall no longer be pro- 
eured or countenanced; and that, while a member may, 
if necessary, state or acknowledge his owh affiliation with. 
the Order, he shall not disclose to the outside world he- 
identity of any other member. This shall not prevent 
the disemination of the Brown Casket“ nor the publica.:

among your, members only. ' т | 
(В) “Б. We have acen that there are certain things missing іп 
the ceremonia! observances and lectures of yout grades. We 
дау to von, that while all that you use is substantially їй

To this end, therefore, we direct уой to recelré and adopt, 
such rituats or teachings as shall be from time to timè, 
transmitted to you through us.

We say to you, that sch a double responsibility jeopard- 
izes-the efficacy of his labors and, through that, the normal 
and healthful. progress of your Order. 
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THE IMPERATOR'S COMMENTS 


‘Lest: there be any miscompreheñsion of this communication, the 
3 feels that he should explain his understanding and Interpreta- 
ton. of it. , | 


In the first place the commuñication itself was delivered: to the 
Supreme. Grand Lodge by two messengers. deputized tó hand it to the 
Imperator in person. The communication was sealed with the seal 
which appears on the document itself and was encloséd' in a stout 
rránilla legal envelope. Where it came from was not indicated. and 
fhe messengers , refused to give any information, merely Indicat- 
lig that they, were the seventh step in the transmission of the com- 
munication between the writer of it and the fina) delivery. 


But certain signs and phrases іп the communication itself jndieste 
clearly thet it had its origin and inspiration in that office. of the 
»Rosicrucian Brotherhood which is superior іп. authority throughout 
many Jurisdictions and which can be approached only through certain. 
secret channels. Other communications received before and after the 
reteipt of this particular one, indicate that a very definite channel 
of communication between the Imperator and the: secret chlef of the 
Rosicrucián fratetnity throughout many lands ia opeu, and that fur- 


ther information and ‘instructions will come as the occásion' arises, 

‚ The coming of this communication caused no surprise. The Im- 
erator and the few higher officers of our Order had been. patiently’ 
expecting such a communication and were greatly relieved, to have: it 
In their hands at this time. | 


іп early issues of the magazine, “The American Rosae Crucis,” 
ft was plainly sald and often repeated that in 1920 the greatest strength 
of dur Order would be reached. In 1920 was to come the full realiza- 
tion of what the Order was and what its mission in America would be. 
Бінсе 1915 each month has brought us nearer to the hour and like- 
‘wise nearer to a point in our work where the fulfillment of the Pa 
made ta the (Imperator in Europe would “be pleasantly realized. 

In all dur literature and in the Constitution of the Order the 
atatement has been made repeatediy that our Order here іп Natth 

merlca: constituted an independent jurisdiction. - It. was known td 
those in the high degrees and those intimately associated with the | 
Itiperator’s work and plans that sich independence of. jurisdiction 
wonld eontinue until the Order here had tried nnd tested’ suffictent 
members to select the certain required number to constitute that 
quality and character of membership which would be acceptable to 
secret and exclusive REC fraternity throught the world. 

In pther words, the Imperator and the members slike havé bin 
working for three or more years іп ап endeavor to prepare theinselves 
for that standard aiid that degrec of worthiness, that the Order here 
iight properly be taken into the! family: membership’ of the ‘greater 
Order. 


. Phose who have been working with. the Imperator kray, that” hie 
labors and his responsibility were dual,—-esoteric and exoterie. It wai 
known бай appreciated. by many hat ір order to establish the move- 
‘tment here under the authority пой privilege he had, he had to assume 
loth the physical and spiritual. government of the Order. 


With а ngw organization in a new land, по other .Arrangement 
gould be made. And, “althongh he did personally assume all such 
responsibility, there was never. a moment when the Imperator telt 
that the: greater Order, the secret hody, was not back of him and 
with him. Yet, the Imperator did hot dare to throw any of the 
responsibility upon the shoulders of those he knew could relieve him, 
for, like the members in the Order here, he was to be tried and tested 
for bis ability, endurance, steadfastness and loyalty to obligations, 
[Е was only hy enduring all the attacks, meeting all the trials, shoulder: 
Мк all the members’ troubles as well as his own, and fighting and 
building practically alone, that he could save the Order for ita membara. 


That such a task was stupendous, is well known to thase who have 
во loyally and lovingly assisted the Imperator. That he was without 
precedent, without material guide and reasonable experience in coping 
‘with most of the problems made the work not only harder hut in fact 
extremely difficult,‘ and accounted for the errors and mistakes made 
at such times when action had to be taken quickly, when sudden: 
emergencies, had to be met without delay or proper consideration. 


And, now comes this communication, the first step toward reward- 
Ing the members who have been loyal. What the communication. real-. 
‘ly means is greater power and illumination 5 cooperation for the 
members of our Order here, and long desired peace and rest for the 
Imperator. [iis illumination came with the tests and trials of last 
Мау and June; his knowledge and instruction were given him before 
he undertook to organize the Order here; and well might he have 
‘heen selfish and have held unto himself what he had acquired and have 
zu ved himself the persecutions and torment that has been his reward 
daily, if not hourly, since he began the task for the sake of others. 
Sa, the coming of the change in the Order now brings to him no great 
reward as it does to the members in whose behalf he has labored. 
The. rest and peace he will find in some hours of contemplation in the 
future will be all that may come to him. With his future in the 
material world sacrificed. on the rock of unselfish endeavor, with all 
the prospects of future accomplishments іп the business and -social 
world cast down into an abyss that he might fulfill a life-mission for 
others, he, a young man, must now retire' that those for whom he 
labored may reap and enjoy the ideals he discovered for them. 


And во it comes to pass that this communication ір before oup 
members, now for serious consideration and adoption. Let ua review 
the paragraphs and be sure we understand them. 


In the first paragraph we are told that after carefully watching 
and observing what the Order and its Imperator here have ы doing. 
the secret: chiefs have taken council and are prepared. to make their. 
comments and issue certain decrees. | 


In the second paragraph we arc told that the chief із aware of the. 
fact that there exist some misconceptions in regard to the Order, and 
that while these are pardonable under the circumstances, explanations . 
are now in order. | | 


The third paragraph, however, includes some very important state- 
ments, We are told again that not one of us in the Order, whether 
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high officer or humble fnember, has any ӛб-сөһей rights“ becaust 
of өйт affiliation: with the Order. In other words, the principal miè- 
conception which has become very cvident during the past six months 
ig that “membership in govd standing іп the Order in North America. 
includes the RIGHT to visit dnd attend the sessions of апу and every 
gathering of Rosicrucians in Europe or elsewhere.” This misconcep- 
tion arises from the rightful belief that a true Rosierueian is wel- 
cume wherever Rosicrucians meet and assemble. But there js à con- 
Biderable difference between being welcome as a true Rosicrucian and 
having the right merely because one's lues have been paid promptly 
eath month and each degree's examinations have been INTELLECT- 
CALLY complied with. | 


The statement that there ia no Lodge system in the Order abroad, 
using the words іп the sense in which we usé them here, should not 
surprise anyone; for we сап readily appreciate, as I did when L con- 
tacted the Order in Europe, that when the Order is as old and well 
established and with its members generally in high degrees of esoteric 
work, as it is in Europe, far instance, there is hot only no need for 
REGULAR Lodge convocations, but such convocations are dispensed 
with entirely except on special occasions. : Our own members here in 
‘the Ninth Degree quite appiectate why this is so, and I am sure that 
‘cur other members will apprectate that fact also. 


The. paragraph assures our members, however, that when trug 
Rosierucians visit Europe and are worthy of meeting with and assembl- 
ing with certain groups of Rosicrntians there, they will be invited to 
Чо so after selection is made. It has always been so; in the earliest 
literature of the Order here in this country 1 made it plain that 
i ШАҢ ыны, ¡were always invited to associate with the Order under 
‘some privilege extended after selection. (See, the American Rosae 
Crucis for October 1917, at the top of page 198.) | 


The last statement in that paragraph Is of importance just at this 
time. It advises us to make all the foregoing points perfectly plain 
but also advises that this in no way. affects the fact that members 
of the Order here are nevertheless members of the Order R+C and that 
they have the privilege: of using the rightful name, Ancient and Mystic- 
al Order Rosde. Crucis. 


The fourth paragraph meets a very resporisive chord in the hearts: 
f most of us and comes. shortly after we have taken, steps to meet 
an such conditions, The decree therein does not prohibit the: plans 
for а Supreme Grand Lodge headquarters wherever and whenever we 
find that such is necessary or convenient, nor does it prevent the 
Proper and necessary building and use of such structures as will at- 
Тога the utmost convenience in carrying out the work of the Order 
and applying all its principles: and ideals. 


„ Whe fifth paragraph likewise finds approval in the hearts of: all 
tinue Rosaecrucians, for at the last Convention it was decided by all 
the delegates that we would discontinue the public use of emblems 
and the public dissemination of any Hterature bearing the full and 
complete name of the Order. In other words we shall enter into that 
pertod of silence and secrecy predicted as coming іп 1919 so that 1920 
will find the Order во hidden that strangers will -belleve that it no 
longer exists in this country. The provision concerning the onceal- 
ment of identity of members is both salutary and traditional ai d must 
‘he, strictly observed. In the October, 1916, issue of the American 
Rosae Crucis, on page 21, this period of ‘secrecy and silence. was 
predicted in, “perhaps a year or two.“ 


he Little Brown Casket” referred to is one of the last formá 
of propaganda literature issued hy us und it bas proven its value 
leng ago ng а silent and кесесі method оғ introducing our Order to 
scckerg although it dors not contain the complete name of our, drgan- 
ization.’ It is typical of other literatiire now in preparation. We shall 
vse the name AMORC as a public name for our Order and when 
рие meetings of any kind are held, they will be conducted in some. 
other name, for even then it is not advisable to use the name AMORC. 
In New York and seme ether cities such meetings will be held under 
the name of The American Phllomathie Society—a society organized 
by us for just such purposes and for which literature has been printed. 
The use of the detal | AMORC is legitimate. The incorporation of the 
Supreme Grand Lodge-of our Order under its full name gives us all 
legal rights to the complete name, and AMORC is but the abbreviation 
of that name. Such abbreviation was adopted in the First National 
Constitution aproved hy all the delegates assembled in Pittsburgh in 
August of 1917. (Sce-Article I. Section 1, of the Constitution). 
Therefore, the use of the name AMORC ls not new or sudden and 
dues not inilicate a radical departure from previous plans. 


The sixth paragraph of the communication simp!y emphasises what 
‘was conveyed to us in a previous communication read during the last 
Convention. Some of these changes in ritual and cercmbny have been 
‘adopted and others are under way. The adoption of future changes 
and the addition or alteration af our lectures and teaching are con- 
sistent with the advancemtnt of science and the perfection of methods 
in presenting the great laws, 


The seventh paragraph contains the crux of the situation and. 
expresses the most important of all the findings of the higher conneil.. 
It takes from the Imperator, that’ burden which he has been mere 
‘than: anxious to ‘surrender ln fairness und justice to the Order. It 
‘relieves him of that responsibility of office which has hindered the 
greater growth ef the Order physically and has prevented him from. 
performing all of the ‘esoteric work which should te done for ‘the 
Order by its Iniprrator. 


The Imperator will continue to aet according to the Constitu- 
tian of the Order as its Supreme Chancelor, issuing all official decrees 
‘and prönutisiamentos tó all Lodges of the North American Jurisdiction 
and in all ‘matters act as ithe ‘supreme director of .the Order. But, 
hereafter he will be теһісуей of the responsibility, or rather burdensome 
labor, of outlining, planning ‘and. maturing’ ай the new or altered 
incthods and systems uf enfarging and promoting the Order: and he 
will likewise be relieved of the study and wntehfuinesa of the physical 
bódy of the Order and its material existence. This will give him more 
hours for the peaceful and healthful devotion to the esoteric work,— 
dtudy, meditation, experiments, laboratory work, preparation of lect- 
üres and communion with nature and God. 


TIIE RESULTING CHANGES. 


_ Naturally, the adoption of the plans or decrees contained in this 
communication necessitates some changes іп the conduct of the work 
óf the Order, and these changes I wish to bring before our members 
at once; hence this special issue of Cromaat. 


| Therefore, let cach mernber take heed af the following paragraphs 
and bé guided thereby: | : 


First, the Supreme Counch: of the, Qrder, known" ла: the Supreme 
Grand Council will not consist стер ег о] members of the Supreme, 
Lodge exelusjvrlg. The: Imperátor hos taken advantage of “a privilege - 
contained in the Constitution to selcet others ln the Order to gerve' 
on- that Counail. г (See Article Five, Sections 1 and 2 of the Constity- 
tion.)“ Agcordingly he has appointcd pn this Council the present Grand. 
Masters of the virtos Grand Lodges in addition to the Officers of the 
Supreme Grand Lodge, All these will hereafter constitute the advisary 
board tu the Imperator, known as the Supreme Grand Cauneil. "Го 
ihis Concil the Imperator- will submit, by mail or otherwise; from: time 
ta time, such changes, alterations, additions and.-modificationg in the 
esoteric matters as may suggest themselves to him or be suggested by 
members of the Council. Also the Imperator: will submit to this Su- 
preme Council, representative of the whole Order, such plans or prob- 
lemas us ure of interest to the Lodges generally and secure a representa- 
. tive endorsement ат approval when guch seems adyisable. | 


| Likewise shall each Grand Master appoint the Masters of the 
Lodges іп his Jurisdiction as members of his.Grand Council; and such 
members of the Grand Council shalt have a voice in the proceedings of 
“the Grand Lodge. 


By this means, a matter of import may be submitted by the. 
Imperator to his Supreme Council and the Grand Masters theteon 
шау submit the matter to their Grand Councils and to the Subordinate 
‘Councils through the Masters on the Grand Council. 


_ Sections 3 and 4 of Article Five of the Constitution set forth fully 
the dutics or privileges of the Supreme Grand Council. 


Secondly, the direction of all material affairs of the Order are 
divided into two classes: (1) those which pertain to establishment of 
Ledges, issuance of rules and regujations, and preparation of subjects 
and courses of sludy and experimentation; (2) the more general plan- 
ing of widef work, evolving the general purposes and mission of the 
Grder; materializing the decreed: fundamentals of existence of the 
('rder, working out the details of nation-wide development of the 
Order; keeping the entire North American Jurisdiction in harmony with 
the world-wide principles and laws of the general Order. RFC, and 
directing the affairs which relate the North American Jurisdiction with 
the Order RFC gencrally, including the transmitting to the Nárth 
‘American Imperator such regulations and decrees as are issued by the 
higher officers of the esoteric bodies in other lands. 


Of ſhese two classes of directional work, the former will remain 
ln the hands, of the Imperator ond the other will most naturally pass 
into the hands of he who-has been chosen to assume such duties and 
whọ must remain unknown except for the title HIEROPITANT. 


THE HITROPHANT 


This officer of our Order will enjoy tliat privilege and power 
‘which the Imperatar has not heen able: to enjoy,—that. of remaining 
an unknown personality, As the Hicrophant R+C of North America. 
lus dulies will be those indicated as coming under. class two in the 
outline given above, and while he will he in touch with the Imperator 
and make suggestions and advise him from time to time, and supply a 
means of communiention with the higher officers of the Order АУС 
‘elsewhere, he will not, as Hierophant, come directly in touch with. 
our members and will remain unknown to them go far as personality 
ог individuality are concerned. 
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“The. Hierophant is he whom the secret masters selected, to act ай. 
Intèrmetlia ry, between the Order RFC іп Europe and the Order here. 
This is indleated alsa by the Inst few words in the close of the seventh 
paragraph in the official communication pthlished tn this Cromaat. 


FURTHER STEPS OF RETIREMENT 


| Ав a result ‘of the foregoing changes and those which have been in 
tuntemplation for sevéral years, there are some other changes to ‘be 
tuáde consistent with the general plan of retiring into secrecy. 


One. of the most sincere desires of the Imperator has been to 
retire somewhere Where he is not so exposed to the curious and the 
insincere as he has been during the past three years. Not for опе 
hroment does he wish іп һе out of psychic or even physical and mental 
touch with those who are sincere, loyal and devoted to the principles 
of dur Order. Rut it is necessary, imperatively so, for him to be where 
һе Сап conduct his affairs of the Order with the greatest ease and 
facility. and hot be bothered with the inconsequential details of mere 
office routine and general managership of a building, Lodge or Office. 


The Imperator's mail, for instance, has become so voluminous «іғ-. 
Ing the past year that many letters which should be answered solely 
for the sake of retaining and fostering ‘the love and friendship that 
‘exists: between him and the. members of the Order; have been left 
unanswered so that the vital letters to Officers and others. might he 
‘promptly answered in the little ¿pare time given him. | 


During the past twelve months the only recreation time afforded 
the Imperator hng been during his over-night trips to Lodges, a few 
days düring and right after the National Convention and during the: 
short trip to Tampa, Florida, just р the holidays on official duties. 
Time For material. pleasures are: not desired, but time for retaxatiort. 
from‘ duties easily assumed and performed by others in his Absence 5 
what is absolutely necesgury іп the future Whether one is a mystic 
or not доев not modify same оѓ natires-ldws, und to retaln perfect 
health, even with the greatest of our oecult or REC- principles, rer 
‘quires ‘time for relaxation, rest and the application of zuch “laws or 
principles, and the Imperator's health during the past year has cauted 
Rim and others considerable alarm at tines. 

rherefore, after a time to be announced! later, the Imperator will: 
ciot be seen by members except upon such occasions as he makes of- 
аі culls to- Lodges or invites others to see him, and throngh cor 
respohdence only may thé members keep in touch with him. 

But, after April 15th of this „car this change will be made: . ALL

Another change is in regard to the Supreme Grand Lodge. Just 
before the last National Convention the Imperator announced bis 
decree that the Supreme Grand Lodge was closed to. any further. 
witiatinna or the admission of new members. :Those: members now іп 
the Supreme Grand Lodge аге in the higher degrees and they will be 
advanced to the highest degrees where they will. constitute. the silent 
workers for the Order throughout the country: All new initlates in 
New York City since last Fall, and in the future, become members 
сі the New York Grand Lodge.
